The Indiana Republican Editorial as- 
sociation, of which Mr. W. H. Elliott, 
of the New Castle Courier, 
is president, 
and Mr. J . O. Hardesty, of Indianapolis, 
secretary, will hold its annual meeting 
in Indianapolis, in the federal court 
room, on February 25 and 25, 


Secretary Metcalf, of the state board 
of health, says that the health officers' 
convention to be held at Indianapolis on 
the 18th inst. will be largely attended. It 
is especially deeired that every one in- 
terested in sanitary matters will attend. 
Reduced rates have been secujed over 
most of the railroads. 


A son of James Harrison, one of the 
well-to-do farmers in the northern part 
of Wayne county, was to have been 
brought to Richmond for medical treat- 
ment, the family fearing that his melan- 
choly would lead to something worse. 
While preparatioiis were being made for 
the journey he went to an upper room 
and blew out his brains with a gun. 


The breach of promise suit of Miss 
Ada Hay vs. John King, brought on 
change of venue from Clark county to 
the Floyd circuit court, has been settled 
by compromise. 
Mr. King pays Miss 
Hay $650, and also pays all costs of the 
litigation, which has been pending sever- 
al years, and which amounts to nearly 
$1,000. 


The old Bamett house, at Logansport, 
which was condemned by the city coun- 
cil last fall, has been torn down and the 
timber and st one removed. 
This was 
one of the oldest hotels in the northern 
part of the state, and during the palmy 
days of the Wabash and Erie canal was 
known far and wide. A handsome busi- 
ness block will be constructed on the old 
site. 


The farm residence of John Fessler, 
three miles north of Bourbon, occupied 
by himself, as his wife had left him on 
account of dissipation, and his children 
all grown up and away from home, was 
burned to the ground at noon yesterday. 
Mr. Fessler's 
remains were found in 
the ruins, burned almost beyond recog- 
nition. 
There is no doubt that he fired 
the boose and committed suicide. 


The fees on tbe Toledo, Cinciimnti and 
St. Louis narrow guage oases, which 
have come to an end, so fur as this conr^ 
is oonoemed, at least, were rather stift. 


A further decree was made last evening, 
ordering the payment of the following 
amounts: $12,600 in fees upon the two 
divisions; $5,000 to Charles Fairbanks 
for legal services; $12,500 to McDonald, 
Bntler & Mason; $3,000 each to Master 
Commissioner Fishback and Receiver 
McNnlta; $12,500 to Baker, Hord & 
Hendrick; $1,000 to the estate of Thomas 
A. Hendricks as tmstee. 


The Indiana Prohibition central com- 
mittee, of which CoL Eli P. Bitter is 
chairman, held a meeting at Indianap- 
olis Thursday. 
There was a general 
sentiment in favor of placing a state 
ticket in the field, without waiting, as 
they have hitherto done, to see what 
concessions, if any, the other parties 
would make. 
May 26 was fixed as the 
time for holding the convention, and it 
will be held in English's opera house. 
It waA decided to to issne an address to 
the prohibitionists, advising them to 
nominate candidates for trustees in all 
the townships of the state where there is 
any possibility of securing votes and to 
periect thorough organizations. 


ELECTRICAL INVENTIONS. 


Telegraphingr Throusfh the Air 
to a Flying- Railroad Train. 


New York, Feb. 12—ytill more of the 
marvelous powefs of the agency which we 
call electricity a r e demonstrated in the last 
invention for telegraphing from a moving 
train. 
The device is the joint work of W. 
Wiley Smith, Thomas Edison and E. T. Gil- 
liland. 
Edison himself, pleased as a school- 
boy, was aboard our train the other day 
when the device was tested. 
11 is astonish- 
ingly simple, now that one knows bow the 
invention works. 
The principle involved is 
that of "telegraphy by induction," that is 
to say, by electrical currents leading through 
the air. One well known quality of electric- 
ity is that it will jump through the atmos- 
phere from one good conductor to another 
for a distance of over 400 feet. 
This prop- 
erty is the one taken advantage of in the 
new 
invention. 
The ordinary 
telegraph 
wires passing along all railway lines convej' 
the message the lengthwise distance. 
1 hence 
it jumps, when it reaches the train, from the 
telegraph lines to the tin roofs of the cars. 
These are connected by a copper wire. 
In a 
little bunk in one of the cars sits the tele- 
graph operator. 
Over his ears he has two 
telephone sound receivers, as you see in the 
illustratioD 


T E L E O R A . P H E R ON T H E T R A I N . 


The electric current passes from the wires 
through the air in waves a t the rate of 500 
feet per second. 
These form a continuous 
musical note. 
They strike the metal roofs 
of the car, connected by a wire. 
These act 
as an electric condenser, so called. 
A wire 
passes from them to the telephone receivers 
above the operator's ears. 
B y means of 
these his quick ear catches the sound. B y 
striking exceedingly 
quick, .sharp strokes 
the sender is able to break the musical sound 
into notes. By practice he makes these short 
or long, as is desired. So the ear of the 
operator in the car catches the sounds, dot 
and dash, from an ordinary Morse key, and 
roads them. 
He has in the car with him an 
electro-magnet and a battery. 
When he 
telegraphs back the message jumps in the 
same manner from th^ roofs of the cars 
through the air to the wires, thence over 
them to the station. 
An electric condenser 
and the telephone receiver enable the op- 
erator to catch the sounds. 


"But does not that interfere with the or- 
dinary messages?" asked your correspondent. 


"Not at all." was the answer. 
"This new 
method is telegraphy by induction, not by 
direct traasmission.*' 


Our party that made the trial trip with 
the new invention over the Staten 
Island 
railway 
watched the experimenting in a 
state of pleased excitement. 
It was a per- 
fect suce,_'ss. 


By means of this railway collisions may 
be avoided 
entirely. 
Its value in this 
respect can hardly be overestimated. Dur- 
ing this memorable trip we discussed the 
bearings of the new invention on the future 
of railroading. 
F o r one thing, ifc will prob- 
ably break up sudden trips of bank presi- 
dents to Canada for their health. 
It is ex- 
pected that the machine will be put into 
operation on roads between Canada and the 
United States first of all. 
Then a defrauded 
creditor can telegraph to a moving train 
upon any road and ascertain whether the 
defaulter he is looking for is on board.

The 
membera of his family have been hastily 
summoned to his bedside. 


U T I O A , N . Y . , 2 p. m.—Ex-govemor 
Seymour cannot survive more than an 
hour and may die at any moment. 


Hon. Horatio Seymour was bom at 
Pompey, Onondaga county. New York, 
May 31, 1810. He was a college grad- 
uate, served in the New York assembly 
in 1841 and in 1852 was chosen governor 
of that state. 


After a defeat in 1854 he was again 
elected governor in 1862. 
In 1868 he 
was nomminated for the presidency and 
at the election Seymour and Blair re- 


ceived 2,703,600 votes against 3,013,188 
for Grant and Colfax.

at Deerfield near Utica.

W. Chiids, and these gifts have been 
coupled by the promise of more, if nec- 
essary. 


General Hancock died poor and the 
fact being known to his friends and com- 
rades, a subscription fund has been 
started for the widow. 
The plan was 
originated by Gen. W. F. Smith, Gen. 
J . B. Fry, William Burns and J . L. Crit- 
tenden. J . Pierrepont Morgan is treas- 
urer of the fund. These sums have been 
signed: 
Samuel J . Tilden, $1,000; Wil- 
liam B. Grace, $-500. M. B. Brown, $250; 
J . D. Crimins. $250. The circular ac- 
companying the subscription paper says 
the general was kept poor by calls upon 
his official hospitality and the constant 
charities which he gave to those in dis- 
tress.

Claims a Famous Sporting Man.

D B T B O I T , Fed. 12.—Capt. Samuel H. 
Smithers, well known to sporting men 
throughout the country, died here yes- 
terday morning, of typhoid pneumonia. 
He was born at Gallipolis, Ohio, sixty 
years ago and was for a long time a 
steamboat captain between 
Pittsburg 
and New Orleans. 
An army paymaster, 
named Cook, gambled away $300,000 of 
government money in Cincinnati during 
the war, and Smithers being in the game 
was obliged to visit Canada. By furniph- 
ing valuable information from rebel fu- 
gitives in that country, he gained ieave 
of the federal government to return un- 
molested, and since that time has lived 
here, being known as the owner of a 
number of fast horses during the last fif- 
teen years. 
He leaves a widow and an 
estate valued at $30,000.

WORKSBOF BUTTS, 


To cement leather on iron use th« 
following: 
Add about one-fifth in bulk 
of boiled Unseed oil to melted glue^ 
when it will be found to be tough. 


A good method of holding long bars 
of iron, such as sled shoes, so that the 
holes can be drilled in them easily by 
one person, is as follows: 
Take a 
strong quarter-inch cord or rope and 
fasten it to the ceiling about five, six or 
seven feet from the drilling machine. 
Then fasten a pound nut on the end of 
the rope and let it reach nearly to the 
floor. 
When you wish to drill iron, 
wrap the rope around the iron once at 
the height you want, and you will find 
it a very handy tool. You can drive a 
nail so as to hang it up out of the way 
when not in use. 


A counti-v blacksmith gives the fol- 
lowing method for putting cast steel in 
axes and for welding and tempering it. 
He welds with borax melted into a kind 
of hard, glassy substance, and then 
pulverized to a powder in a mortar. He 
uses a solution of chalk, salt and sal aiu- 
moniac in water, though he finally dis- 
cards it for clear water. Hammer mill 
picks swell in water, and when they are 
cooled off dress them up nice and true 
with a file, leaving the center a little 
full, then temper in cold water without 
drawing down at all. 
Many tools are 
damaged by heating too hot in temper- 
ing. If steel is heated too hot it is im- 
possible to temper it so it will hold a 
good edge. 


Varnish is the only material for sus- 
pending brushes in. Oil, turpentine, 
and the like may be the favorite of the 
painter, but he makes a mistake, and 
if he will change from the old-time oil 
and varnish in his varnish-brush keep- 
er, he will never regret it. 
Keep the 
paint brushes suspended in salt water, 
the four color brushes greased and 
nicely laid away in a box or drawer, 
the varnish tools in the same kind of 
varnish you are to use them in, and 
tmder no circumstances allow water, 
oil, or turpentme to touch them. 


For cleaning brass use powdered 
rotten-stone. 
Put it into a pint of 
water, add a teaspoonful of sulphuric 
acid, apply, then rub off and polish 
with whiting. 
To clean steel use 
emery powder mixed with turpentine. 
—Blacksmith and Wheelwright.

In the Sailors' Hospital at Green- 
wich, [England, there is a collection of 
curiosities, among which is exhibited 
Nelson's coat, in which he was killed 
at the battle of Trafalgar. 
It will be 
remembered that at that memorable 
battle Nelson refused to remove a large 
star from his breast, and the beautiful 
order was the means of his death, for 
it was made the aim of a Frenchman's 
bu'let. 
The blood-stains where \he 
order had lain remain to this day a 
memento of his bravery.

John C. Rives, who died in April, 
1864, caane to Washington during Gren. 
Jackson's administration a s a clerk in 
the Treasury. 
He was an expert witih 
the rifle, and his good shooting »t a 
match on the White Biiuse lot was the 
beginning of his acquaintance 
with 
rank Blair, with whom he was for* 
many years in partnership. 
He subse- 
quently originated the publication of 
the debates in Congress in the Globe, 
and amassed a fortune, which his sons 
soon spent for him after hi'; decease. 
He was a man of ungracious 
presence 
but of gracious nature, who came upon 
the stage of public life here just as the 
stars of the last century were passing 
away, and his true heart was always in- 
sj^ired by recollections of their pure and 
\artuoiis examples, He was industrious. 
He was upright. 
He was sincere. The 
poor deeply mourned his Ices, and hosts 
of friends missed his rough-heAvn, un- 
gainly, 
awkward 
figure, 
which en- 
shrined a noble heart. 
The names of 
aeparted heroes and of statesmen are 
v^ritten upon 
enduring bronze and 
stately marble, but the- momunent of 
John C. Rives is hif? series of con- 
gressional reports, wbieh will doubtless 
be perpetuated, not only "in memoriam" 
but pro bono 
publico.

fitted up the house in which he passed 
the closing years of his life. The guests

and Senator 
Hoar informally inWted those present to 
gather around the magnificently fur- 
nished table which appeared. 
Covers 
were laid for thirty-six persons, and the 
cliina, the silver and the glass were all 
rare and of beautiful design. 
A belt of 
flowerp encircled the table in front of 
the plates, and within this 
enclosure 
were mounds of rar« exotics pud quaint- 
ly-constructed otnament« of confec- 
tionery. 
The place oi e^cJi guest was 
marked by a card on w.aloa bis xiame 
was printed, and on which was an ex- 
quisite buttonhole bouquets The bills ol 
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fare «ferii on large sheets of cardboard, 
haodsomelj engraved, and the succes- 
sion of thirteen coutrses, Ixeginmng with 
oyste-rs and ending witli aoffee, was an 
epic-nreaxE, treat worthy of the culinary 
artists of l*aris. The dinnen- was served 
in Russian, style, a n d the dishes, after 
having becm carved, wene carried around 
by waiters who handed them 
success- 
ively to each guest. 
Presideucit Arthur 
sat at the host's right hand in accord- 
ance with Washington etiquette, :Mid on 
his right hand sat Judge Gray. 
At the 
left of the host sat Chief Justice "Waite ; 
directly opposite sat Senator 
IDawes ; 
at the right-hand end of the long table 
-was George Bancroft, and at th^e left- 
hand end was Representative IHarris. 
t h e r e was not, of course, any «peech- 
u^aking or drinking of healths, b at after 
6he dessert had been served gentlemen 
left their seats and sat in little groups 
ftzound the table, chatting 
pleasantly 
nTTtil after midnight. Taien as a whole, 
dinner and g^uests, it wa» the finest en- 
tertainment I have ever seen in Wash- 
ington, and I have seen a. great many.

After the harvest iis over, the time of 
the laborers is given Tip emtirely to the 
tobac<*>, which, has noiw grown to a fair 
size. 
TI»eir first task: is to "sucker" it 
—that is, cut away the shoots 
that 
spring u p nt the inteirsecsfcion of each 
leaf and the 3talk, and -which, if left to 
grow, would absorb .hall th<e strength of 
the plant. They also exa.mtne the leaves 
very carefully, to destToj' the eggs and 
young of the tobaaco-.Qy. 
Day after 
day they go over the s a m o fields, find- 
ing newly-laid eggs and jiiewly-hatched 
young, where only twelve* hours before 
they brushed their ci>unter\ oarts off to 
be trampled under foot. 
. ^s the to- 
bacco ripens it becomes b r i ""'tie to the 
touch and is covered with di ^rk yellow 
spots, and when this appearai ice is still 
further developed the time fc r cutting 
has arrived, which generally w the first 
month in autumn, and alwavi ^ before 
frost, which is fatal to this as t o every 
other weed. 
The plant is no^ ' about 
three feet in height, with eight t >r nine 
large leaves, the stalk having ben bro- 
ken off at the top in the second fit age of 
its growth. On the appointed 
day a 
dozen or more men with coarse k nives 
split the stalk straight down its m i Idle 
to withiQ half a foot of the gron nd. 
They then strike the plant from the I lill 
and lay it on one side 
The leaves soi >n 
shrink under the rays of the sun a a d 
fall. 
One of the laborers who foUo-w 
the cutters then it takes up and plitces 
it with nine or ten other plants on a 
stick, which is thrust through the angle 
formed by the two halves of the plant 
separated from each other 
except at 
one end. 
It is deposited with the resi 
in an open ox-cart and transported t o 
the bam. 
In the bam, poles have been, 
arranged in tiers from bottom to top to- 
support the sticks; and when the build- 
ing is full of tobacco, the laborer in 
charge ignites the logs that fill 2iarallel 
trenches in the dirt floor, and a high rate 
of temperature is soon produced, and is 
maintained for several days, during 
which a watch is kept to replenish the 
flaines and prevent conflagration. As 
soon as the tobacco has changed from a 
deep green to a light brown, it is re- 
moved on a wet day to the general bam. 
The same process of curing is going on 
in many bams on the same plantation, 
and occasionally one is burned down; 
for the tobacco is very inflammable, a 
stray spark from below being sofficient 
to set the whole on fire. 


The hands are as busy in winter in 
manipulating the tobacco, which has 
been stored away in one large barn, and 
preparing it for market, the first step 
toward which is to strip the leaves from 
the stalk and then carefully separate 
those of an inferior from those of a su- 
perior quality. 
Although there are 
many grades, the negroes are able to 
distinguish them at a glance and assort 
them accordingly. 
They are not en- 
gaged in this work of selection continu- 
ously from day to day, but at intervals, 
for they can handle the tobacco only 
when the weather is damp/enough to 
moisten the leaf, otherwise it is so brit- 
tle that it would crack and fall to pieces 
under their touch. They like this work, 
for the barn is kept very comfortable 
by large stoves, they do not have to 
move from their seats, and they can sit 
very sociably together talking, laughing, 
and singing. 
It contrasts very agreea- 
bly with other work which they are 
called upon to do at this 
season— 
namely, the grubbing of new grounds, 
from which they shrink 
with 
tmcon- 
cealed repugnance, for outside of a 
mine there is no kind of labor more ar- 
duous or exacting. 
The land cleared 
is that from which the original forest 
has been cut, leaving stumps tliickly 
scattered over the surface, from which 
a heavy scrub-growth springs up. Ac- 
tive, quick, and industrious as the ne- 
groes may be in the tobacco, corn or 
wheat fields, they show here great in- 
dolence, and move forward very slowly 
wdth their hoes, axes, and picks, piling 
up, as they advance, masses of roota, 
saijlings, stumps, and brush, which, 
when" dry, are set OH fire and consumed. 
The soil exposed is a rich, but thin loam 
of decayed leaves, in which tobacco 
grows with luxuriance.—Lippincott's 
Magaztrt«.

feet long and constructed of granite, and 
•connects the Lake Shore walk with the many 
walks surrounding the artificial lake in the 
center of the park. 
This arched way affords 
a beantiful vista, looking east and west, and 
is faced by a granite terrace 150 feet long, 
with t w o flights of steps connecting the lower 
walk with the roadbed above. 
On this road» 
bed, and alKwe the footway of it, Ls a mas- 
sive granite constructure 50x18 feet, form- 
ing a covered terrace, through which the 
footway passes. 
The side walls of this ter- 
race are -pierced by small arched openingns, 
giving a fiue view of Lake Michigan from 
the one side and the park from the other. 
Surmounting the whole is the solid granite 
base foB- the colo-sal bronze statue of Qen. 
Grant, making a total height of 42 feet from 
t h e 
lower roadway t o the bottom o f t h e 
s t a t n e . 
Tlie entire work will be solid and 
massive, 
and 
constructed 
exclusively o f 
blocks of granite, a durable emblem o f t h e 
character of the man in memory of whom 
the zaemorial is built.

REMINISCENCES 


MEN, 


BY BEN: PEHLEY POORR. 


John C- Rives, who died in April, 


18(14, came to "Wasliington during Gen. 
Jackson's nil ministration as a clerk in. 
the Treasury. Hn was an expert witfli 
the riflu, and his good shooting at a 
match on the "White Bimse lot was 
beginning of his 
acquaintance with. 


Frank Blair, with whom he was for 
many years in partnership. He subse- 
quently originated tho publication oi 
the debates in Congress in the Globe, 
and amassed a fortune, which his sons 
soon spent for him after his decease. 
Ho was a man of ungracious presence 
but of gracious nature, who cnme upon 
the stage of public, life here just as the 
stars of the last century were- passing 
away, and his true heart was always in- 
spired by recollections of their pnre and 
virtuous examples, He was industrious. 
He was upright. He was sincere. The 
poor deeply mourned his less, andhosts 
of friends missed his rough-hewn, un- 
gainly, awkward figure, which en- 
Hlirinedanoble heart. 
The names of 


departed heroes and of statesmen are 
written upon 
enduring bronze and 


stately marble, but the- monument of 
John 0. Hives is his eeries of con- 
gressional reports, which will doubtli 
be perpetuated, sot only "in memoriftm" 
but pro bono publico. 


Karly in the war a number o.C ladies 


sojourning in Washington undertook to 
organize an association called "The 
Order of the Bee," which bound its 
members not to purchase any imported 
goods until peace had been conquered. 
Mrs. 
Lincoln, on being asked to join, 


expressed muchiuterestinthe proposed 
reform, but snid that she should like to 
consult her husband before signing. 
She invited the committee to accom- 
pany her to ask him, and after they had 
explained tho project to Mr. Lincoln, 
who beard them with his usual pa- 
tience, he asked: "But how is this to 
affect the public revenue, ladies? Gov- 
ernment needs just now every dollar 
that it can rake or scrape, and those 
very imported goods that you propose 
to dispense with form a large item of 
tun receipts at the Treasury. How do 
you propose to make up the deficiency 
which you will create?" This was a 
poaer, and tho proposed "Bee" did not 
"improve the shining hour." 


Governor Corwin used to tell a good 


story about an attempt made by a 
young newspaper man to "interview" 
him concerning the formation of Mr. 
Lincoln's cabinet. The young man sent 
up his card, was invited up, accepted 
au ottered seat, and, after a few com- 
monplace remarks, said that he came 
"to .see if Mr. Corwin couldn't tell liim 
something about Mr. Lincoln." "Sir," 
said Mr. Corwin, "1 do not understand 
you. 
"What is it you wish to know?" 


"Why, 
something about Mr. Lincoln 


and his cabinet. Are you to have a 
place? Tell mo something about your- 
self." "Oh! ah! yes!" quoth Mr. Cor- 
win, "well, 111 tell you, sir, as for Mr. 
Lincoln, I don't know anything about 
Ms intentions; but, so far as I am con- 
cerned, I'll tell you something about 
myself, confidentially—not to be pub- 
lished under any circumstances. "It is 
this: Last night I stole two silver 
watches—silver, mind you, for I don't 
steal gold watches. The uight before I 
stole six, and the night before that I 
stole two; and I've given some of them 
to the niggers about me. I'm in the 
habit of stealing silver watches to give 
to niggers. Now, don't put that in your 
paper, for it might injure mo. Itfs con- 
fidential! Good evening, air!" 


One would imagine that such a re- 


buff would cause a thin-skinned man to 
commit suicide, but tho young man with 
"a nose for news" was not abashed, and 
meeting Mr. Corwin the next day, he 
took him one side and asked him "if 
Chief Justice Tancy had really re- 
signed?" "My dearyoung friend," said 
Mr. Corwin, pathetically, "the death of 
a friend and tho resignation of a judge 
are such melancholy themes I can't 
bear to think of them. Good morning, 
sir!" 


One of tho most enjoyable dinner par- 


ties ever given in "Washington was that 
which Senator Hoar gave in January, 
1832, when he invited a distinguished 
party of gentlemen to meet Justice

ON A IrOBACCO \PLAN 


Aitffr the harvest ui over, the time of 


the laborers is given up emfcirely to the 
tobacco, which, has naw grown to a fair 
size. Their first task is to "sucker" it 
— that IB, cut away the shoots that 
spring up *t the intetrsecsttion of each 
leaf and the stalk, and -which, if left to 
grow, would absorb .uaU' tine strength of 
the plant. They1 also examine the leaves 
very carefully, to destT05' the eggs and 
young of the tobacwo-.fly. 
Day after 


day they go over the samo fields, find- 
ing newly-laid eggs and s iewly-b.atcb.ed 
young, where only frweive' . hours before 
they brnflhed their counterparts off to 
be trampled under foot. 
* ^s the to- 


bacco ripens it becomes brfe ttle to the 
touch and is covered with cli urk yellow 
spots, and when this appeara ico is still 
further developed the time fo r cutting 
has arrived, which generally is the first 
month in autumn, and alw&yi J before 
frost, which is fatal to thin as t o every 
other weed. The plant is non ' about 
three feet in height, with eight i T nine 
large leaves, the stalk having ben m bro- 
ken off at the top in the second ui age of 
its growth. On tho appointed day a 
dozen or more men with coarse k uives 
split the stalk straight down its mi 'Idle 
to within half a foot of the gron nd. 
They then strike the plant from the I iill 
and lay it on one side. The leaves sot *n 
nhrink under the rays of the sun ami 
fall. One of the laborers who Eollox? 
the cutters then it takes up aud places 
it with nine or ten other plants on a 
stick, which is thrust through the angle 
formed by the'two halves of the plflfl-t 
leparated from each other except st 
one end. It ia deposited with the resi 
in an open ox-cart and transported to 
the barn. In the barn, poles have been; 
nrrauged in tiers from bottom to top to- 
support the sticks; and when the build- 
ing is full of tobacco, the laborer in 
charge ignites tho logs that Jill parallel 
trenches hi the dirt floor, and a high rate 
oftemperaturn is soon produced, and is 
maintained for several days, during 
which a watch is kept to replenish the 
flames and prevent conflagration. As 
soon as tho tobacco has changed from a 
deep green to a light brown, it is re- 
moved on a wot day to the general bam. 
The same process of curing is goinf*' on 
in many barns on tho eamo plantation, 
and occasionally one is burned down ; 
for the tobacco is very inflammable, a 
stray spark from below being sufficient 
to set the whole on fire. 


The hands are as busy in winter in 


manipulating the tobacco, which has 
been stored away in one large barn, ami 
preparing it for market, the first step 
toward which is to strip the leaves from 
the stalk and then carefully separate 
those of an inferior from those of a su- 
perior quality. 
Although there are 


many grades, the negroes are able to 
distinguish them at a glance and assort 
them accordingly. 
They are not en- 


gaged in tliis work of selection continu- 
ously from day to day, but at intervals, 
for they can handle the tobacco only 
when the weather is damp/enough to 
moisten tho leaf, otherwise it is so brit- 
tle that it would crack audfa-llto pieces 
under their touch. They like this work, 
for the barn is kept very comfortable 
by large stoves, they do not have to 
move from their seats, aud they can sit 
very sociably together talking, laugliing, 
aud singing. It contrasts very agreea- 
bly with other work which they are 
called upon to do at this season — 
namely, the grubbing of new grounds, 
From which they shrink with uncon- 
cealed repugnance, for outside of a 
nine there is no kind of labor more ar- 
duous or exacting. Tho land cleared 
is that from which the original foronl 
lias been cut, leaving stumps thickly 
scattered over the surface, from which 
a heavy scrub-growth apringti up. Ac- 
.ivc, quick, aud industrious ns tho no* 
jroes may bo in - the tobacco, corn or 
wheat, tields, they show horo great in- 
loloiwo, and move forward very slowly 
with their hoes, axoa, and pioks, piling 
ip, as they advance, masses of roota, 
miplings, stumps, aud brush, wliich, 
whou'dry, aro sot on iirnand consumed.

A table stands in the cen- 
ter of the chief room, and along the 
wall 11 bench runs, which serves for 
chairs, of which there ia usually a de- 
ficiency. From pots on tho floor.ivy 
is sometimes trained upward to the 
roof, giving the room a festive and re- 
freshing look. Not unfrequently -the 
•worthy farmer is proud to have tho 
drosses of his daughters hung in con- 
spicuous positions, in order that swains 
who call may see that the damsels are 
•well provided with garments in case of 
a 
matrimonial alliance. 
Tho cow- 


houses lire generally an improvement 
on those usually seen in England and 
Scotland. The building is larger and 
more space is allowed to each animal, 
while a clean wooden floor is ordina- 
rily beneath tlie animal. 
Little or no 


bedding is given. 
The levnl of the 


cow-house is in most cases raised high ' 
euough to allow of it space beneath, 
into which I he 
renise is regularly 


swept through an opening in the lloor.
